large the former Papers. We know that in matters of ſ@ high and 
gre at concernment, you will go to the utmoſt Limits of your 
inftri@ions, and that in theſe things which ſeem doubtfull to us, 
you will (if any expedient can be fourzl for the continuing the 
Treaty) reprefent them to thoſe who employed you, inthe beſt 
manner you can, for Our ſatistaction; according to the promiſe 
made by you. in your laſt Paper, for which we doe returne

And 
for that full ſatistaction cannot be given to us without your fur- 
ther Application to the Parliament, for enlarging your powers. 
We being refolved to leave no meanes unattempted, that may con- 
duce to the preſervation of his Maj:{ties Proteſtant Subjects in 
this Kingdome, and the Rights of the Crowne of England, and 
tathe end the Forces brought hither by'you, may be employed to
